Mrs. Meir 
sets talks 
with Nixon 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Prem ier Goleta 
Meir said as she left for the United 
States today that she thought the 
downing of a Libyan airliner last week 
by Israeli fighters would have no effect 
on her talks with President Nixon. 
The 74-year-old prem ier looked 
drawn and admitted to newsmen she 
was “ very tired.1’ But she dodged other 
questions, saying: “ I will tell you 
everything when I get back.” 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban told 
newsmen that Mrs. Meir would give top 
priority in Washington to the possibility 
of “ proximity” peace talks with the 
Arabs. Under this formula, the Israelis 
and Arabs would meet separately and 
alternately with a neutral negotiator 
who would act as a go-between. The 
procedure was tried by G unnar 
Jarring, the U.N. mediator for the 
Middle East, but was not successful. 
On Sunday, the Israeli government 
reported that the French captain of the 
Libyan jetliner was not licensed to fly 
that type of plane. The government 
said

had found Capt. 
Jacques 
Bourges’ flying permit and that it did 
not list the trijet Boeing 727, the plane 
downed last Wednesday on the Israeli 
side of the Suez Canal. Bourges was 
licensed only as a copilot for the 
French Caravelle jetliner and several 
propeller planes, the Israelis said. 
Air France, the French government 
airline, disputed the Israeli statement. 
It said Bourges had completed the 
training course for 727 pilots on Nov. 6, 
1971, and this had been entered on his 
license five days later. 
The government also announced that 
it was ready to make payments to the 
families of the 106 persons killed in the 
crash, including Bourges, and to the 
other seven aboard the plane, who were 
injured. But it refused to use the word 
“compensation” because that would 
imply guilt for the downing of the 
plane. 
Instead, a cabinet com m unique 
announcing the offer used the term “ ex 
gratia,” meaning “out of kindness.” 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan has 
said the Israelis m isinterpreted the 
situation but errors by the pilot and the 
Cairo air control center also were to 
blame in the downing of the airliner.

WASHINGTON (AP) — With ap­ 
proval of IO more states needed, 
President Nixon and the chairmen of 
the two major political parties have 
called for ratification of the equal 
rights amendment to elevate the status 
of women. 


Nixon’s appeal was made last week 
in an economic message to Congress. 
Democratic Chairman Robert Strauss 
and his R epublican co u n terp art, 
George Bush, have been writing state 
legislators to urge approval. 


B ackers 
of 
the 
constitutional 
amendment had hoped it might win 
ratification before Aug. 26, the 50th 
anniversary of women’s suffrage. But 
in the past month the amendment has 
run into opposition from some con­ 
servatives, and there are predictions it 
might take another year or more to 
push it through. 


Twenty-eight of the necessary 38 
states have ratified the amendment, 
which would bar the abridgement of 
civil rights on the basis of sex. 


Opponents contend ratification of the 
amendment would play havoc with the 
nation’s laws, 
destroy the 
family 
system and require that women regis­ 
ter for the military draft.

Cronkite blasts 
antipress policy 


ATLANTIC CITY, N J. 
(AP) — 
Television newscaster Walter Cronkite 
says the Nixon administration is trying 
to raise its credibility “by dragging 
down that of the press.” 
The administration is manipulating 
public opinion in a way that “ to stand 
up and defend freedom of speech and 
press is to appear anti-Nixon,” he said, 
adding thar the Supreme Court had 
stripped the press of “ the privilege to 
protect its sources, and without such 
protection, a free press cannot sur­ 
vive.” 
The longtime anchorman for CBS’ 
evening news made the charges in a 
speech Sunday night before the 105th 
annual convention of the American As­ 
sociation of School Administrators 
here.

Kissinger says North Viets 
will probe MIA mystery 


NEW YORK (AP) — Presidential 
adviser Henry A. Kissinger says North 
Vietnam has promised “a full in­ 
vestigation” into the fates of some 1,300 
Americans who are still unaccounted 
for in Vietnam. 
“Now, I must say that I cannot really 
believe that the North Vietnamese 
would hide prisoners on us,” Kissinger 
said in an interview broadcast Sunday 
night by the National Broadcasting Co. 
Kissinger said that while he was in 
Hanoi, he presented a U.S. analysis of 
the missing in action, “ particularly 
where we had some evidence that a 
flier had parachuted ... or where we 
had collateral evidence that a person 
might have been taken prisoner. 
Kissinger, President Nixon’s chief 
adviser on national security, told NBG 
correspondent 
B arbara 
W alters, 
“ North Vietnam will never relinquish 
its desire to take over South Vietnam.” 
But that is not the issue, he added. 
“The issue is will they want to unify 
Vietnam by force or are they willing to 
rely on an evolutionary process,” 
Kissinger said. He said he thought the 
North Vietnamese were considering a 
“ peaceful revolution ... for the first 
time in their history and in their lives.” 
He said the United States was not 
opposed 
to 
unification 
through 
peaceful, political means. 
“If the 
performance on one part or the other is 


so clearly superior to that of the other 
that 
it 
tends 
to 
achieve 
moral 
superiority over the other, that is not 
an American concern,” he said. 
The wide ranging interview also 
touched 
on 
K issinger’s 
working 
relationship with the President. First, 
he said reports of a strain in their rela­ 
tionship during the last stages of the 
peace negotiations were unfounded. 
Then he provided a glimpse of how he 
and Nixon work together. 
“The President, before I go out on a 
diplomatic mission, doesn’t write down 
specific points that I am supposed to 
achieve ... What the President does is 
to write down for himself, on a yellow 
sheet, four or five or six m ajor issues, 
and the pros and cons of each issue. 
"Then he will call me in, go over 
them and over them and if I have any 
ideas I will present them to him. But he 
talks much more in general terms of 
where we want to go, so that I clearly 
understand what he has in m ind.”

The move to a flexible standard, 
described as “ very carefully w orded,’’ 
was expected to be confirm ed by the 
White House today. 
It is seen as a Nixon adm inistration 
concession to labor since several m ajor 
labor contracts will be negotiated this 
year. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany 
has said he favors a new w age-increase 
standard of about 7.5 per cent, or even 
as high as 8 per cent. The flexible 
standard will not aim for fixed in­ 
creases. 
However, sources said the 5.5-per­ 
cent guideline is not being forgotten 
altogether and indicated it could be 
restored later if conditions perm it.

Irish election 
set W ednesday 


DUBLIN (AP) — If Jack Lynch, a 
m ild-m annered and retiring law yer, 
loses W ednesday’s general election, his 
job as prim e m inister of the Irish 
Republic will go to Liam Cosgrave, 
another m ild-m annered and retiring 
lawyer. 
Flam boyance counts for nothing in 
modern Irish politics. The Irish these 
days like to see them selves as sober, 
industrious and sensible people. And 
sobriety, industry and sensibility are 
the qualities they look for in their 
political leaders. 
Cosgrave is 52 and the leader of Fine 
Gael, which literally m eans Tribe of 
Gaels and generally is translated as 
Irish P arty. His party first took power 
after the partition of Ireland in 1922 
But in the past 40 years it has held 
office for only six years, and then only 
at the head of coalition governments. 
Cosgrave now is bidding for power 
again in coalition with Laborites led by 
Brendan Corish. Irish elections are 
hard to predict, but the professionals 
give the coalition a real chance of 
o u stin g L y n ch ’s F ian n a F a il, or 
Soldiers of Destiny. 
Cosgrave, the son of a form er prim e 
m inister, has all the right credentials 
for an Irish political leader. 
His biggest personal interest, and 
that of his wife, is horses. They live at 
Naas in County Kildare, the heartland 
of the Irish bloodstock industry. They 
m et on the rails at the races and are 
most often pictured at the hunt. 
1st Skylab 
booster readied 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) - The 
Saturn IB rocket, which will orbit the 
first Skylab astronauts, 
was tra n ­ 
sported toward the launch pad today 
for lengthy tests leading to a May 
liftoff. 
The 224-foot booster rode slowly to 
the pad upright on a large-tracked 
transporter called a craw ler. The trip 
of 3* 2 miles from the assem bly building 
was expected to take about six hours. 
Perched atop the rocket is a modified 
Apollo spacecraft which is to carry 
astronauts Charles Conrad Jr., Paul J. 
Weitz, and Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin into 
space to link up with the huge Skylab, 
A m erican’s first space station. 
The National Aeronautics and Space 
Adm inistration plans to launch the 
unmanned Skylab on May 14 and the 
a stro n a u ts on the follow ing day. 
However, officials said these dates 
might change after results of a flight 
readiness test are known in late M arch. 
NASA plans to move the Skylab and 
its Saturn 5 rocket to a launch pad in 
April. 
Conrad, Weitz and Kerwin are to 
rem ain in the orbiting lab for 28 days to 
conduct m edical, scien tific, e a rth 
re so u rc e s 
and 
en g in eerin g 
e x ­ 
perim ents. Later in the year, two m ore 
three-m an crew s are to rocket up to the 
sam e Skylab. Each will rem ain aboard 
56 days.

Another View 


The Cuban possibility 


Only a double-dyed optimist would 
extrapolate a resumption of normal 
U S -Cuban relations from the anti­ 
hijacking agreement just reached 
by 
the 
two 
countries. 
Only 
a 
pessimist would assume that this 
agreement has done nothing to move 
Washington and Havana a bit closer 
together. 
The salient factor at work here is 
that governments for the most part 
do not maintain relations with erne 
another out of mutual love, cm* even 
on the basis of common ideological 
grounds. Diplomatic relations are a 
practical matter rooted in mutual 
interest. 
Hie outstanding example of this in 
modem times is the relationship 


De tween the United States and the 
Soviet Union. This relationship has 
persisted since the 1930s despite the 
most profound ideological dif­ 


ferences between the two govern­ 
ments. differences much exacer­ 
bated by the Cold War following 
World 
W ar 
II. 
Moscow 
and 
Washington have found it to be in 
their separate national interests to 
maintain ties of a sort through 
thick and thin. 


It also is significant that our 
government 
is 
clearly 
bent 
on 
working out improved relations with 


Peking. There seems little doubt 
that in due time this dialogue will 
result in formal diplomatic repre­ 
sentation. 


In some ways Cuba is a special 
case. For one thing, it is a close 
neighbor, and Havana's efforts to 
infect 
other 
Latin 
Am erican 
countries 
with 
its 
brand 
of 
revolution make it particularly 
offensive to Washington, One might 
argue, however, that both its 
nearness and its revolutionary 
tendencies 
are 
reasons 
not 
for 
remaining aloof but for developing 
relations. That would help us to keep 
a closer eye on events in Cuba 
Cuba cannot expect the entire 
initiative to come from the United 
States, but must show some in­ 
clination to change its attitudes. 
There is some reason to think the 
anti-hijacking pact may be a first 
move in that direction.

Kennedy mystique is no more 


The 
most 
notable 
Washington 
phenomenon of the moment 
is a 
negative: Sen. Teddy Kennedy isn t 
offering to lead the congressional 
group that is trying to pin the label of 
dictator on President Nixon. His friend 
Sen. John Tunney has been far more 
voluble about the White House usur­ 
pation of power over spending 


Nor is Teddy Kennedy reacting in a 
churlish manner to the Vietnamese 
peace which, however shaky it may 
prove to be, is at least bringing the 
prisoners of war home at a faster clip 
than George McGovern promised. It is 
even a good bet that, out of deference to 
the anti-inflationists, Teddy will not try 
in this session of Congress to force the 
passage of his very expensive “ total” 
health insurance scheme. 


Whatever may be said about such 
controversial 
m atters 
as 
Chap- 
political savvy. He knows that the 
legend of Camlot has come upon dark 
days. Books praising his martyred 
brother John F. Kennedy (“ Johnny, 
We Hardly Knew Y e” ) still make the 
best-seller lists, by they have been 
encountering criticism even from 
liberal review ers and columnists. 
(When a chronic Nixon-hater such as 
Garry Wills can turn up as a non- 
ldolator of JF K it is quite a switch.) 


AS FOR the newest Kennedy books, 
they are utterly disrespectful of the 
Kennedy image. A Bristish Washington 
journalist, Henry Fairlie, in a book 
bearing the two-edged title of “ The 


Kennedy Promise.” has criticized JF K 
for bringing wind without rain. Walt 
Rostow. who served John F. Kennedy 
loyally enough, has (see his “ The 
Diffusion 
of 
Po w er” ) 
publicly 
questioned the Kennedy handling of the 
Laos "peace” negotiations in 1961, the 
implication being that it was stupidity 
about Laos that led to 45,000 U S. 
casualties in Vietnam. And Nancy 
Gager 
Clinch, 
who has 
her 
own 
feminist bias, has had a thousnad 
tongues wagging over her ‘‘The 
Kennedy Neurosis,” which portrays 
the Kennedy family (on the male side. 
at least) as power-driven to the point of 
obsession. 
So the Kennedy mystique dies, or at 
least loses its potency for the moment. 
Teddy would have to be blind and deaf 
not to know it. The pendulum has 
swung way over, and there isn’t much 
to do except to wait for it to 
swing 
back. To be available for 1976, Teddy 
must make a reputation in the Senate 
on his own, and this means that he can’t 
afford to take the leadership of rapidly 
fading causes. 
As for the new anti-Kennedy books, 
they make telling points in the middle 
of all their exaggerations. But they are 
not as "pioneering” as their authors 
obviously think. Timing is everything 
with books of this type. 
If you really want to praise a man for 
pioneering the view that John F. 
Kennedy was more glitter than sub­ 
stance as a President, why not go back 
to Malcolm Smith Jr., whose eye- 
opening “ Kennedy’s 13 Great Mistakes 


in the White House” came out in 1968 
and sank without a trace. 


MR. SMITH, a one-time chairman of 
the Mutual Broadcasting System, said 
nothing mean about Jack Kennedy’s 
personality, which he regarded as 


fresh, vigorous, charming, and witty. 
But, without indulging in personal 
criticism. Mr. Smith made it plain that 
such things as our complicity in the 


Diem 
ousting 
in 
Vietnam , 
the 
vacillation at the Bay of Pigs, the 
failure to stop the building of the Berlin 
Wall, the bogging down of the Alliance 
for Progress, the inability to keep de 


Gaulle from undermining NATO, and 
the slow-freight response to the 
mounting fury over civil rights, could 


hardly be regarded as constituting a 
great 
record 
of 
presidential 
achievement. 
Poor Mr. Smith. I don’t recall that his 
book got a single review. Today Henry 
Fairlie. Ms. (that’s the way she wants 


it) Nancy Gager Clinch, and yes, David 
Halberstam 
(whose reporting from 
Vietnam played its own part in the 


Diem fiasco), are getting great kudos 
for devaluing the legend of “ the best 
and the brightest” 
who 
dwelt 
in 
Camelot’s towers. 
The new iconoclasts have not really 
said anything new, so let me bring 
some belated justice to Malcolm Smith, 
w ho had the nerve to say things when it 
was not popular to say them.

And the option for 
1976 is far from closed. After 1974, with

assignments from Nixon and speaking

IO per cent cut in state income tax. To 
forestall any opposition in the state 
legislature Reagan would incorporate 
the tax cut in the state’s constitution, 
leading an initiative drive to put it on 
the ballot at the next election. 
Needless to say, this glitters like gold 
for hard-pressed taxpayers. It reflects 
the tone of the Nixon Administration, 
with 
the 
Presid ent’s 
slashing 
economies and his promise of no new 
taxes. 
But those economies are already 
beginning to put a strain on the cities. 
With the cuts in health, welfare, child 
care, the whole gamut of social ser­ 
vices, the cry is that the state and the 
localities must make up the deficit. 
With the Reagan economy drive that is 
obviously impossible. 


T H E R E IS a kind of whiplash effect 
between Washington and Sacramento. 
A report circulates here that all the 
state mental hospitals would be closed 
and eventually over a period of years 
all the 
institutions for severely 
retarded children. Although the report 
may not reflect present official in­ 
tention, it indicates the direction in 
which the state is moving. 
The reason the mental hospitals can 
be closed not only here but around the 
country is the creation of community 
health centers with the aid of federal 
matching grants. They have provided 
care that permits the patient to live a 
more or less normal life outside an 
overcrowded and understaffed in­ 
stitution. This has meant that the 
snake pits of the past have been largely 
eliminated. 
Now, however, if the community 
hospitals are to lose federal help at the 
same time that mental hospitals are all 
shut 
down, 
the 
result 
can 
be 
widespread human suffering and a 
severe strain on other local services. 
Matching federal and state economies 
can undermine a structure that has 
worked beneficially to ease the bur­ 
dens of mental illness. 


PO LIT IC A L appeals tailored for the 
haves with the glitter of tax reduction 
may work in the short run. The haves 
and not merely the upper haves but the 
middle and even lower-middle haves 
are in revolt against the turn of the tax 
screw at the local, state and federal 
levels. The promise of relief, with the 
consequences conveniently obscured, 
has an undeniable appeal. 
But what of the have-nots? The one- 
fourth to one-third who live near or 
below the poverty line? Are they to be 
condemned for the limitless future to 
live in an America with little or no 
relation to the affluence of sleek 
motorcars, luxury resorts, the charms 
of mountain and shore with which this 
state abounds? 
The answers are not to be found 
either here or in Washington. With 
inflation the gap between the poor and 
the affluent is widening. What this may 
mean in social stability — in the curse 
of crime and violence — only a bold 
jfrophet would predict.

An editorial

Recently I had the pleasure along 
with other editors from Logan Elm , 
Teays Valley and Circleville 
high 
schools to attend the press conference 
of Rear Admiral Em eett H. Tidd at 
the Center for Tomorrow cm the Ohio 
State University campus. 
Admiral Tidd is commander of the 
U.S. Navy Recruiting Command. We 
were escorted by Dave Glaser, the 
area recruiter. 
At the conference, Adm iral Tidd 
talked about the recent signing of 
Vietnam peace treaty and how it af­ 
fected the Navy. He also stressed 
“ Zero D raft” or an all-volunteer force 
that the Navy is now operating on. This 
gives many more career opportunities. 
After his speech, questions were asked 
by thn«;p in attendance. 


SOM E Q UESTIO N S were about the 
problem of racial flareups. He said 
there was no great problem. Of the 
600,000 enlisted in the Navy, less than 
200 have had racial problems and the 
causes are always corrected. 
When asked how the Navy would stay 


in Vietnam, he commented that the 7th 
Fleet would be stationed near the 
coast. 
Adm iral Tidd said is no major 
problem with drugs in the Navy and 
what problem exists is now being 
corrected and officials are pleased 
with the declining rate. 
He also stressed the opportunity for 
women in the Navy. There are only 
5,000 recruits and 31,000 jobs to offer 
women.

Mastics plans bill against 
big utility rate boosts 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Hep 
George E. Mastics, R-3 Cleveland 
planned to introduce a bill this week 
that would make it more difficult for 
the state’s public utilities to get ap­ 
proval of rate increases. 
Mastics contended that the bill would 
save Ohioans millions of dollars a year 
on phone, gas and electric bills, if it is 
passed.

Researchers at Australian National 
University say they have shown that 
the fat and cholesterol levels in the 
blood of humans can be lowered by 
feeding them meat and dairy products 
from specially fed cattle and sheep 
Reporting in this w eek’s New 
England Journal of Medicine, the 
researchers said they can prevent the 
transformation of the polyunsaturated 
vegetable fats of seed oil into animal 
fats by coating the feed grain with 
formaldehyde-treated casein, a milk 
and cheese protein. 
Eating the special feed increases the 
ratio of polyunsaturated to saturated 
fat in the animals ten tim es over that of 
cattle fed regular, untreated grass and 
oats, they said.

Old devices set 
to tame Lake Erie 
BAY VILLAGE, Ohio (AP)— A 7,000- 
year-old answer to shore erosion will be 
put into practice along a section of 
Lake Erie this spring in hopes it will 
tame the lake’s high water levels and 
wave action. 
The erosion control devices, called 
“gabions,” are rectangular steel mesh 
baskets that are filled with stones and 
sunk offshore. They will be used to 
build a 180-foot seawall along the Bay 
Village 
shoreline 
just 
west 
of 
Cleveland. 
The cost of $25,000 will be shared by 
the city and the affected homeowners. 
The gabions, from the Latin word 
which means “cage,” are manufac­ 
tured in Italy, but their use began in 
about 5,000 B.C. when ancient Egyptian 
engineers used them to in the con­ 
struction of dikes along the Nile. 
Record rainfalls have raised Lake 
Erie water levels, and residents of 
shoreline areas in northern Ohio have 
been worried for several months about 
the possibility of increased erosion this 
spring. 
The gabions were recommended for 
the area by a state Department of 
Natural Resources study, according to 
Bay Village officials, who said the 
stone-filled baskets disperse the force 
of the waves. 
Because the water can actually flow 
through the gabions, however, the 
stone-filled baskets are sturdier than 
other types of erosion control, ac­ 
cording to Peter J. Gray, president of 
Great Lakes Permagroin, Inc., which 
distributes the gabions. 
Barge explosion 
suits increase 


PARKERSBURG, W.Va. (AP) - 
More than $7 million in claims have 
been filed as a result of a January 1972 
barge explosion on the Ohio River here. 
Two men were killed and tremendous 
property damage occurred on both the 
West Virginia and Ohio sides of the riv­ 
er in the massive blast. 
The owner of the barges, Meljoy 
Transportation Co. of Blue Island, 111., 
has petitioned U. S. District Court to 
limit its liability in the incident to 
$192,400. 
The firm claims it was not at fault in 
the explosion but requested limited 
liability if it is held responsible.

TEL AVIV (AP) — Premier Goleta 
Meir said as she left for the United 
States today that she thought the 
downing of a Libyan airliner last week 
by Israeli fighters would have no effect 
on her talks with President Nixon.

Bourges’ flying permit and that it did 
not list the trijet Boeing 727, the plane 
downed last Wednesday on the Israeli 
side of the Suez Canal. Bourges was 
licensed only as a copilot for the 
French Caravelle jetliner and several 
propeller planes, the Israelis said.

Cronldte blasts

ATLANTIC CITY, N J. (AP) — 
Television newscaster Walter Cronkite 
says the Nixon administration is trying 
to raise its credibility “by dragging 
down that of the press.”

Kissinger says North Viets 
will probe M IA mystery 


NEW YORK (AP) — Presidential 
adviser Henry A. Kissinger says North 
Vietnam has promised “a full in­ 
vestigation” into the fates of some 1,300 
Americans who are still unaccounted 
for in Vietnam. 
“Now, I must say that I cannot really 
believe that the North Vietnamese 
would hide prisoners on us,” Kissinger 
said in an interview broadcast Sunday 
night by the National Broadcasting Co. 
Kissinger said that while he was in 
Hanoi, he presented a U.S. analysis of 
the missing in action, “ particularly 
where we had some evidence that a 
flier had parachuted ... or where we 
had collateral evidence that a person 
might have been taken prisoner. 
Kissinger, President Nixon’s chief 
adviser on national security, told NBG 
correspondent 
B arbara 
W alters, 
“North Vietnam will never relinquish 
its desire to take over South Vietnam.” 
But that is not the issue, he added. 
“The issue is will they want to unify 
Vietnam by force or are they willing to 
rely on an evolutionary process,” 
Kissinger said. He said he thought the 
North Vietnamese were considering a 
“peaceful revolution ... for the first 
time in their history and in their lives.” 
He said the United States was not 
opposed 
to 
unification 
through 
peaceful, political means. 
“ If the 
performance on one part or the other is 


so clearly superior to that of the other 
that 
it 
tends 
to 
achieve 
moral 
superiority over the other, that is not 
an American concern,” he said. 
The wide ranging interview also 
touched 
on 
K issinger’s 
working 
relationship with the President. First, 
he said reports of a strain in their rela­ 
tionship during the last stages of the 
peace negotiations were unfounded. 
Then he provided a glimpse of how he 
and Nixon work together. 
“The President, before I go out on a 
diplomatic mission, doesn’t write down 
sfjecific points that I am supposed to 
achieve ... What the President does is 
to write down for himself, on a yellow 
sheet, four or five or six major issues, 
and the pros and cons of each issue. 
“Then he will call me in, go over 
them and over them and if I have any 
ideas I will present them to him. But he 
talks much more in general terms of 
where we want to go, so that I clearly 
understand what he has in mind.”

Ohio Assembly takes up Gilligan's budget 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
House Finance Committee begins its 
scrutiny of Gov. John G illigan’s 
proposed $9.7 billion biennial budget 
this week. 


The 
Gilligan 
adm inistration’s 
election reform package is also ex­ 
pected to be introduced during the 
week, according to Rep. Vernal G. 
Riffe Jr., D-89, New Boston, House 
speaker pro tem. 
Review of the proposed budget will 
begin Tuesday morning. Finance 
Committee 
Chairm an 
Myrl 
Shoemaker, D-88 Bourneville, said his 
committee will be divided into sub­ 
committees to review the budget. 


The budget covers state spending for 
the two years beginning July I. 
Acting Finance D irector Robert 
Baker has been scheduled to explain 
education appropriation requests. 
A hearing has been scheduled for 
Tuesday evening to hear spending 
requests from the state architect’s 
office, Ohio Exposition Commission, 
Interstate Cooperation Committee and 
the 
Ohio 
Water 
Development 
Authority. 
Both legislative houses convene at 
1:30 p.m. Tuesday for what is expected 
to be a light week of floor action. Fifty- 
eight committee hearings have been 
scheduled, however, 21 in the Senate 
and 37 in the House. 


The election reform package is ex­ 
pected to be introduced in parts by 
several legislators, according to Riffe. 
The package calls for longer voting 
hours, an extended period for filing 
absentee ballots and door-to-door voter 
registration. 
The administration reportedly may 
also present the legislature a bill 
providing an estimated $36 million in 
pay hikes for state employes over the 
next two years. The raises are ex­ 
pected to average 4.5 per cent for the 
state’s payroll of 50,000. 
Funds for the pay hike are included 
in the governor’s budget request. 
This week, too, the House will con­ 
sider Senate amendments to a House- 


passed, $300 million Vietnam veterans’ 
bonus. 
The issue will not be on the May 
primary ballot because Democrats and 
Republicans disagreed over methods of 
financing. 
GOP members wanted the bonus 
paid for from the general revenue fund 
while Democrats generally supported 
an increase in the property tax. 
Legislative leaders hope to work out 
a compromise in time for the proposal 
to be put on the November ballot. 
The state would pay an Ohioan who 
served during the Vietnam conflict a 
maximum of $500 and survivors (rf the 
2,9% Ohioans who died in the fighting 
$1,000 if the measure is approved.

The Cuban possibility 


Only a double-dyed optimist would 
extrapolate a resumption of normal 
U.S.-Cuban relations from the anti­ 
hijacking agreement just reached 
by the two countries. 
Only a 
pessimist would assume that this 
agreement has done nothing to move 
Washington and Havana a bit closer 
together. 
The salient factor at work here is 
that governments for the most part 
do not maintain relations with one 
another out of mutual love, or even 
on the basis of common ideological 
grounds. Diplomatic relations are a 
practical matter rooted in mutual 
interest. 
The outstanding example of this in 
modern times is the relationship 


oetween the United States and the 
Soviet Union. This relationship has 
persisted since the 1930s despite the 
most profound ideological dif­ 
ferences between the two govern­ 
ments, differences much exacer­ 
bated by the Cold War following 
World 
War 
II. 
Moscow 
and 
Washington have found it to be in 
their separate national interests to 
maintain ties of a sort through 
thick and thin. 
It also is significant that our 
government is clearly bent on 
working out improved relations with 
Peking. There seems little doubt 
that in due time this dialogue will 
result in formal diplomatic repre­ 
sentation. 


In some ways Cuba is a special 
case. For one thing, it is a close 
neighbor, and Havana’s efforts to 
infect 
other 
Latin 
Am erican 
countries 
with 
its 
brand 
of 
revolution m ake it particularly 
offensive to Washington. One might 
argue, however, that both its 
nearness and its revolutionary 
tendencies are reasons not 
for 
remaining aloof but for developing 
relations. That would help us to keep 
a closer eye on events in Cuba. 
Cuba cannot expect the entire 
initiative to come from the United 
States, but must show some in­ 
clination to change its attitudes. 
There is some reason to think the 
anti-hijacking pact may be a first 
move in that direction. 


THESE DAYS . . . by John Chamberlain 
Kennedy mystique is no more 


The most 
notable Washington 
phenomenon of the moment is a 
negative: Sen. Teddy Kennedy isn't 
offering to lead the congressional 
group that is trying to pin the label of 
dictator on President Nixon. His friend 
Sen. John Tunney has been far more 
voluble about the White House usur­ 
pation of power over spending. 


Nor is Teddy Kennedy reacting in a 
churlish manner to the Vietnamese 
peace which, however shaky it may 
prove to be, is at least bringing the 
prisoners of war home at a faster clip 
than George McGovern promised. It is 
even a good bet that, out of deference to 
the anti-inflationists, Teddy will not try 
in this session of Congress to force the 
passage of his very expensive “total” 
health insurance scheme. 


WTiatever may be .said about such 
controversial 
m atters 
as 
Chap- 
political savvy. He knows that the 
legend of Camlot has come upon dark 
days. Books praising his martyred 
brother John F. Kennedy (“Johnny, 
We Hardly Knew Ye” ) still make the 
best-seller lists, by they have been 
encountering criticism even from 
liberal review ers and colum nists. 
(Wlien a chronic Nixon-hater such as 
Garry Weills can turn up as a non- 
idolatqr of JFK it is quite a switch.) 


.\S FOR the newest Kennedy books, 
they are utterly disrespectful of the 
Kennedy image. A Bristish W’ashington 
journalist, Henry Fairlie, in a book 
bearing the two-edged title of “The 


Kennedy Promise,” has criticized JFK 
for bringing wind without rain. Walt 
Rostow, who served John F. Kennedy 
loyally enough, has (see his “The 
Diffusion 
of 
Pow er” ) 
publicly 
questioned the Kennedy handling of the 
Laos “peace” negotiations in 1%1, the 
implication being that it was stupidity 
about Laos that led to 45,000 U.S. 
casualties in Vietnam. And Nancy 
Gager Clinch, who has her own 
feminist bias, has had a thousnad 
tongues wagging over her ‘‘The 
Kennedy Neurosis,” which portrays 
the Kennedy family (on the male side, 
at least) as power-driven to the point of 
obsession. 
So the Kennedy mystique dies, or at 
least loses its potency for the moment. 
Teddy would have to be blind and deaf 
not to know it. The pendulum has 
swung way over, and there isn’t much 
to do except to wait for it to swing 
back. To be available for 1976, Teddy 
must make a reputation in the Senate 
on his own, and this means that he can’t 
afford to take the leadership of rapidly 
fading causes. 
As for the new anti-Kennedy books, 
they make telling points in the middle 
of all their exaggerations. But they are 
not as “pioneering” as their authors 
obviously think. Timing is everything 
with books of this type. 
If you really want to praise a man for 
pioneering the view that John F. 
Kennedy was more glitter than sub­ 
stance as a President, why not go back 
to Malcolm Smith Jr., whose eye- 
opening “Kennedy’s 13 Great Mistakes 


in the White House” came out in 1968 
and sank without a trace. 


MR. SMITH, a one-time chairman of 
the Mutual Broadcasting System, said 
nothing mean about Jack Kennedy’s 
personality, which he regarded as 
fresh, vigorous, charming, and witty. 
But, without indulging in personal 
criticism, Mr. Smith made it plain that 
such things as our complicity in the

ousting 
in 
Vietnam, 
the 
vacillation at the Bay of Pigs, the 
failure to stop the building of the Berlin 
Wall, the boding down of the Alliance 
for Progress, the inability to keep de 
Gaulle from undermining NATO, and 
the slow-freight response to the 
mounting fury over civil rights, could 
hardly be regarded as constituting a 
great 
record 
of 
presidential 
achievement. 
Poor Mr. Smith. I don’t recall that his 
book got a single review. Today Henry 
Fairlie, Ms. (that’s the way she wants 
it) Nancv Gager Clinch, and yes, David 
Halberstam (whose reporting from 
Vietnam played its own part in the 
Diem fiasco), are getting great kudos 
for devaluing the legend of “the best 
and the brightest” who dwelt in 
Camelot’s towers. 
The new iconoclasts have not really 
said anything new, so let me bring 
some belated justice to Malcolm Smith, 
who had the nerve to say things when it 
was not popular to say them. 
WASHINGTON CALLING . . . by Marquis Childs 
R eagan’s fabulous dom ain 


SACRAMENTO — Sitting pretty 
describes the posture of the governor of 
this most-populous state in the Union. 
Ronald Reagan’s evolution from those 
“B” pictures of long ago to a position in 
the Republican hierarchy at least third 
or fourth from the top is as miraculous 
as the evolution of Richard Nixon from 
the California loser of 1962 to his land­ 
slide re-election to the presidency. 
Reagan takes a lordly view of his 
future. He will not run for re-election to 
a third term next year, although if 
conditions remain roughly as they are 
today he could almost certainly count 
on winning. The option of a challenge to 
Sen. Alan Cranston is open, but he is 
unlikely to take it. 
Ronnie, as one of his friends puts it, 
doesn’t 
think 
much 
of 
living 
in 
W'ashington as just another senator. A 


true Californian, the sun, the beaches, 
the relaxed life — they are the at­ 
tractions along with all the “perks” of 
the governor’s office and the largesse 
of his very rich friends. 


LIVING in the White House in 
Washington, however, would be a 
different m atter. And the option for 
1976 is far from closed. After 1974, with 
im posing 
a m b a ssa d o r-a t-la rg e 
assignments from Nixon and speaking 
engagements around the country as 
the biggest draw at fund-raising din­ 
ners, he will have no difficulty keeping 
in the public eye. 
Reagan currently is traveling around 
the state propagandizing a tax- 
reduction plan that will supposedly 
return a state surplus of $8^ million.

IO per cent cut in state income tax. To 
forestall any opposition in the state 
legislature Reagan would incorporate 
the tax cut in the state’s constitution, 
leading an initiative drive to put it on 
the ballot at the next election. 
Needless to say, this glitters like gold 
for hard-pressed taxpayers. It reflects 
the tone of the Nixon Administration, 
with 
the 
P resident’s 
slashing 
economies and his promise of no new 
taxes. 
But those economies are already 
beginning to put a strain on the cities. 
With the cuts in health, welfare, child 
care, the whole gamut of social ser­ 
vices, the cry is that the state and the 
localities must make up the deficit. 
With the Reagan economy drive that is 
obviously impossible. 


THERE IS a kind of whiplash effect 
between Washington and Sacramento. 
A report circulates here that all the 
state mental hospitals would be closed 
and eventually over a period of years 
all the institutions for severely 
retarded children. Although the report 
may not reflect present official in­ 
tention, it indicates the direction in 
which the state is moving. 
The reason the mental hospitals can 
be closed not only here but around the 
country is the creation of community 
health centers with the aid of federal 
matching grants. They have provided 
care that permits the patient to live a 
more or less normal life outside an 
overcrowded and understaffed in­ 
stitution. This has meant that the 
snake pits of the past have been largely 
eliminated. 
Now, however, if the community 
hospitals are to lose federal help at the 
same time that mental hospitals are all 
shut 
down, 
the 
result 
can 
be 
widespread human suffering and a 
severe strain on other local services. 
Matching federal and state economies 
can undermine a structure that has 
worked beneficially to ease the bur­ 
dens of mental illness. 


POLITICAL appeals tailored for the 
haves with the glitter of tax reduction 
may work in the short run. The haves 
and not merely the upper haves but the 
middle and even lower-middle haves 
are in revolt against the turn of the tax 
screw at the local, state and federal 
levels. The promise of relief, with the 
consequences conveniently obscured, 
has an undeniable appeal. 
But what of the have-nots? The one- 
fourth to one-third who live near or 
below the poverty line? Are they to be’ 
condemned for the limitless future to 
live in an America with little or no 
relation to the affluence of sleek 
motorcars, luxury resorts, the charms 
of mountain and shore with which this 
state abounds? 
The answers are not to be found 
either here or in Washington. With 
inflation the gap between the poor and 
the affluent is widening. What this may 
mean in social stability — in the curse 
of crime and violence — only a bold 
[Jrbphet would predict.

stations tend to be the phantoms of 
broadcast journalism. 
Despite 
the 
work that goes in them, they usually 
appear just once and vanish for good. 
Now, thanks to public television 
station WNET here, at least IO award- 
winning 
documentaries from com­ 
mercial television stations around the 
country are getting a second airing. 
They’ve been compiled into a seven- 
week 
series 
of one-hour 
shows 
broadcast on Monday night. The series, 
called “Replay,” unfortunately is seen 
only in the New York area. 
It was completed too late for sub­ 
mission to the Public Broadcasting 
Service as part of PBS’ national 
program schedule this season, ac­ 
cording to WNET officials. 
But they hope it may be included in 
PBS’ schedule for next fall and include 
outstanding network, as well as local, 
documentaries. 
Only two of the documentaries in­ 
cluded in “Replay” are from New York 
stations: WNBC and WABC. 
The others are from stations WCCO 
in Minneapolis, Minn.; WBZ in Boston, 
Mass.; KUTV in Salt Lake City, Utah; 
WRC in Washington, D.C.; WZZM in 
Grand Rapids, Mich. ; WTJV in Miami, 
Fla.; WGN in Chicago and WMC in 
Memphis, Tenn. 
The netw orks occasionally have 
b ro ad cast 
local 
documentary 
programs, such as KUTV’s memorable 
“Thou Shalt Not Kill” — a chilling 
prison interview with two men con­ 
victed of killing six persons. That show 
was broadcast by NBC last July. 
But the “Replay” series may be the 
first time anyone has compiled the 
better documentaries as part of a 
regular series, according to Elie Abel, 
host of “ Replay.” 
The idea for this was recommended 
two years ago in the annual Alfred I.

By RO BIN BR IG G S 
Recently I had the pleasure along 
with other editors from Logan Elm , 
Teays Valley and Circleville high 
schools to attend the press conference 
of Rear Adm iral Em eett H. Tidd at 
the Center for Tomorrow on the Ohio 
State University campus. 
Adm iral Tidd is commander of the 
U.S. Navy Recruiting Command. We 
were escorted by Dave Glaser, the 
area recruiter. 
At the conference. Adm iral Tidd 
talked about the recent signing of 
Vietnam peace treaty and how it af­ 
fected the Navy. He also stressed 
“ Zero D raft” or an all-volunteer force 
that the Navy is now operating on. This 
gives many more career opportunities. 
After his speech, questions were asked 
by thosp in ?»ttendance. 


SO M E Q UESTIO N S were about the 
problem of racial flareups. He said 
there was no great problem. Of the 
600,000 enlisted in the Navy, less than 
200 have had racial problems and the 
causes are always corrected. 
When asked how the Navy would stay 


in Vietnam, he commented that the 7th 
Fleet would be stationed near the 
coast.

Donna told police later that she and 
the other children were hiking in the 
woods on the east side of the lake and 
decided to take a short cut across the 
lake. 
She said that they came within 20 feet 
of the opposite bank when Timothy fell 
through the ice. Christopher tried to 
help the boy but fell through also, she 
said. 
The girl said she and Kathereen fell 
through the ice when they tried to go to 
the aid of the two boys. 
A witness to the incident, Mrs. 
Delpha McDonald, said she was 
standing on a nearby bridge when the 
children fell. She said she could not find 
a stick long enough to help them, so she 
ran for help. 
She succeeded in finding a man who 
called for help. A policeman, who 
arrived on the scene first, said he threw 
a rope to Donna but it was not long 
enough. 
Firemen arrived and threw a rope to 
the girl, then one fireman went out on a 
ladder to rescue her. 
The bodies of the three death 
children were located in about eight 
feet of water a short time later.

permitted to base its cost of doing 
business in part on the amount it would 
cost today to replace its capital plant. 
The RON formula always gives a 
much higher replacement figure, 
because it would cost a lot more to 
build a new plant today than when it 
was constructed, according to Mastics. 
He said practically every state has 
shifted to the original cost rate base 
formula. So have the Federal Com­ 
munications and Federal Power 
commissions. 
Mastics has been involved as an 
opponent in recent rate cases of Ohio 
Bell Telephone Co., Cleveland Electric 
Illuminating Co., and East Ohio Gas 
Co. He claimed to have been successful 
in eliminating $40 million from their 
demands in the PUCO, but said fighting 
the utilities is a tough business. 
“The most powerful lobby in 
Columbus is the utility lobby, and they 


will undoubtedly use all of their 
resources to defeat my bill,” he said.

CHARLESTON, W. Va. (AP) — The 
unconventional religious sects of rural 
Appalachia include a loosly-knit band 
of Christian polygamists who praise 
Jesus and decry the corruptive nature 
of man-made law on the spirit of 
marriage. 
The practice, involving only a small 
number of the region’s Holiness church 
people, is rooted in the belief that God’s 
law and man’s law are immutably 
separate. 
“There was marriage when God 
made man and woman,” said one 
believer who lives with a Holiness 
family which includes himself and at 
least two “wives.” 
“They were there to love one 
another, but then came m an’s 
corruption. Man set up laws that you 
can’t be decent without a license. He 
set it all up for the almighty dollar. 
“It’s nothing more than a bondage 
law to keep you under bondage, but 
God arrived to set me free.” 
Unlike the “carnal minded” who 
take sexual partners outside the 
church, holy polygamists see them­ 
selves involved in a highly spiritual ac­ 
tivity. 
They view blood tests and marriage 
licenses as secular infringements by 
businessmen who “covet the green­ 
back dollar.” Blackrobed judges can 
oversee traffic violations and robbery 
cases, they say, but only God can make 
the rules of marriage. 
“ Moses questioned God about 
marriages,” a polygamist explained. 
“God said in the beginning it was not so 
and in the kingdom it is not so...and in 
the coming of the Son of Man there will 
be no more marriages and given in 
marriages.” 
One researcher was told by an ex­ 
polygamist of one form in which 
members make “much of the distinc­ 
tion between marriages made in the 
world and marriages made in heaven. 
If a married man talks to a married 
woman who is not his wife, and both 
feel the power of the Holy Ghost, they 
will leave their spouses and start a new 
‘marriage’ which they believe has been 
made in heaven. 
“After the heavenly bliss has worn 
off, they will return to their spouses to 
resume what they call their ‘marriages 
made in the world’.” 
Because there may be no more than 
two or three dozen widely scattered 
polygamous bands of Holiness people 
within West Virginia, they attend 
workship services in the living rooms 
or church buildings of more con­ 
ventional Christians. 
Polygamy among poor Appalachian 
Holiness people is a curious twist in the 
area of religious hedonism. 
The wildly uninhibited ceremonies of 


the Holiness church give members an 
arm-slinging afternoon which is a 
release from problems and frustra­ 
tions. 
It is a form that originated in 
Europe religious dissent and developed 
in the great Kentucky Revival of 1800 to 
1803 as a way of briefly escaping the 
problems of illness and death, 
economic insecurity and loss of pride. 
Just as snake handlers have added a 
death-defying element to their worship, 
polygamists use religion to assuage 
guilt and sanctify a previously for­ 
bidden act of reckless hedonism, 
sociologists explain. 
Participants say they enter into their 
relationship with a “spiritual” and not 
a “carnal” mind. This way of thinking, 
which produces “babies made in 
heaven” rather than babies made on 
earth, is all important to the sect. 
A particularly zealous believer, often 
the “father” of a polygamous family, 
may extoll the virtues of he practice to 
others in a church congregation and 
urge them to break the chains of 
“man’s corruptible laws.” 
“I know this may sound strange,” 
said the believer, glancing at his wives, 
“but lots of things have been made for 
man’s use and benefit and he’s been 
taught it’s not Christian to use them. 
Well, I know how. God’s showed me 
how.”

urging his men to stay on the job and 
work out their differences. 
“I want to state that the In­ 
ternational union is going to do 
everything in its power to back you up 
on grievances,” Miller says in a 
statement in the Feb. 15 UMW Journal.

Move to halt Im m igration 
to Oregon fails; laws eyed

SALEM, Ore. (AP) — Gov. Tom 
McCall admits his efforts to halt im­ 
migration into Oregon have failed. 
That being so, the governor is now 
trying to make sure the inevitable 
population growth is controlled. 
His weapons: laws dealing with land 
use, and appeals to would-be visitors to 
skip Oregon for other places. 
“Growth is inevitable,” McCall said. 
“We must make sure it is responsible 
growth.” 
Oregon now has 2.2 million people, a 
gain of 92,000 since the 1970 census. 
Almost two-thirds of the growth in this 
decade came in the form of im­ 
migration from other states. 
“It s just a matter of time before 
we’re swamped,” the governor said, 
pointing to the rate of 125 new residents 
per day. 
That doesn’t match the 1,000 
residents per day 
that 
went 
to 
California in the 1960s, but California’s 
population is almost IO times that of 
Oregon. 
“Oregon’s leadership in fighting 


pollution with the emphasis on 
livability has made the state an ap­ 
pealing place to settle,” McCall said. 
“The better job we do the more 
people want to come — that’s the irony 
of it.” 
The governor says a comprehensive 
land-use planning bill is one of his top 
legislative priorities this year. 
“We’re trying to change the pattern 
of growth to ease the burden on the 
central coast, the Willamette Valley 
and the metropolitan Portland area,” 
McCall said. 
The proposed legislation has had 
several public hearings and is meeting 
stiff resistance from persons opposed 
to state planning and zoning guidelines. 
McCall has been the leading official 
spokesman in recent years for prin­ 
ciples of the James G. Blaine Society, a 
largely mythical organization devoted 
to keeping Oregon for Oregonians. 
The governor attracted national 
attention with his standard welcome 
for out-of-state visitors to Oregon: 
“Please come and visit us in Oregon 
again and again, but for heaven’s sake 
don’t come to live here.”

‘Diet steaks^ 
developed 
by Aussies 


BOSTON (AP) — People on low fat, 
low cholesterol diets may be putting 
juicy steaks, butter and whole milk 
products back onto their plates now 
that A ustralian rese a rc h e rs have 
figured out how to lower the saturated 
fat content of these foods. 
Researchers at Australian National 
University say they have shown that 
the fat and cholesterol levels in the 
blood of humans can be lowered by 
feeding them m eat and dairy products 
from specially fed cattle and sheep. 
Reporting in this w eek’s New 
England Journal of Medicine, the 
researchers said they can prevent the 
transformation of the polyunsaturated 
vegetable fats of seed oil into animal 
fats by coating the feed grain with 
formaldehyde-treated casein, a milk 
and cheese protein. 
Eating the special feed increases the 
ratio of polyunsaturated to saturated 
fat in the animals ten tim es over that of 
cattle fed regular, untreated grass and 
oats, thev said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — His 62- 
ycar-old mother sets the therm ostat on 
her gas furnace too high, and his wife 
and children don’t turn off lights in 
their home. 
For Henry W. Eckhart, chairman of 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio, his family points up the problem 
of 
convincing 
consumers 
that 
an 
energy crisis exists in Ohio. 
‘‘My mother sets the therm ostat at 78 
degrees,” says Eckhart, whose agency 
oversees the operation of gas and 
electricity utility companies in the 
state. ‘‘It’s not good for her health, and 
it’s a waste of natural resources. 
‘‘My family sees me on television 
telling people to save energy by turning 
out lights, and they sit at home wat­ 
ching with practically every light on in 
the house.” 


The commission chairm an lamented, 
‘‘I can’t even educate my mother and 
my fam ily.” 


He added, “Some people say nobody 
is going to understand this energy 
crisis until we have a blackout. But I 
hope that it doesn’t have to happen.” 


Marvin E. White, vice president for 
Columbia Gas Co. in Columbus is one of 
those people. He said it may take a 
“minor crisis” to get the message of an 
energy shortage to the consumer. 


“In the so-called land of plenty,” 
White said, “the consumer won’t try to 
conserve energy. 
“It’s difficult to get the average 
consumer interested in saving gas. It 
may take a minor disaster to get him 
interested.” 
As an example of a minor crisis. 
White said, “A very severe cutback in 
natural gas to industrial users could 
cause unemployment. When that time 
comes, the employe out of work might 
go home and start patching up his 
home against the cold.

I seem to accumulate a great deal of 
placque on my teeth. Is there any 
special diet that can prevent this 
buildup? 
It has caused me dental cavities all 
my life. 
MissH. G., Calif. 
Dear Miss G.: 
Preventive dentistry, a distinct part 
of preventive medicine, is the ultimate 
goal of dental scientists and educators. 
It is pathetic to see so many young 
adults wearing upper and lowers 
dentures because of poor hygiene and 
the ready sacrifice of teeth that might 
have been saved. 
Dental placque is a complicated 
substance composed of bacteria, food, 
and sugars which adhere to the base of 
the teeth, and prevent saliva from 
exerting its protective buffering action. 
When one looks at the teeth it is very 
difficult to see the early formation of 
placque. For this reason, a number of 
safe vegetable dyes are being used to 
discolor the placque and show the 
areas that should be more diligently 
cleansed. 
These “disclosing” solutions, for­ 
merly used by dentists only, can be 
used in the home, even by children. 
Thorough brushing can remove the 
red disclosing solution and the placque 
to which it has adhered. Perhaps the 
most effective message to convey to 
adults as well as to children. 
When we consider the amount of time 
spent traveling to the dentist and in the 
dental chair trying to repair teeth that 
have been neglected we realize that a 
few moments of after eating brushing 


are well worth the effort. Once the 
habit is developed it becomes simple 
and pleasant. Some people actually 
carry an infant’s-size tooth bruth for 
this purpose. 
Some schools of dental thought are 
enthusiastic about waxed dental floss 
and water spray machines, but many 
dentists feel that the water sprays 
themselves may be injurious to the 
gums, especially if the force is too 
strong. 


My 
nephew

blood 
poisoning from an infection of the foot, 
and almost died. 
I thought these infections don’t 
happen any more. What might have 
caused it? 
Mrs. 0. E., Mo. 
Dear Mrs. E.: 
Your confusion lies in the fact that 
you believe that blood poisoning, or 
septicemia, no longer exists. It most 
certainly does. When wounds are 
neglected and become infected, bac­ 
teria can enter the blood stream, 
multiply, and be responsible for an 
over whelmingly serious condition. 
The reason that septicemia is not 
heard of as often today is due to the fact 
that injuries are brought to the at­ 
tention of a doctor earlier, and the 
infection is controlled by the con­ 
centrated use of antibiotics. Another 
important factor is the modern, more 
rapid ability for doctors to culture the 
blood find the exact type of invading 
bacteria, and use a specific antibiotic 
which is known to rapidly kill that 
particular germ.

This deal occurred in the 1932 
national pair championship. The hand 
itself was not extraordinary, but the 
atmosphere in which it was played 
lends considerable spice to the story. 
East-West had already played half 
the afternoon session when they en­ 
countered this deal. During that time 
they had accomplished the unenviable 
feat of losing no fewer than seven aces 


during the play (mostly on defense). 
They were naturally very discon­ 
solate by the time they came to play 
this hand. North-South got to six hearts 
in jig style, mostly due to North’s op­ 
timistic five heart bid. (It was back in 
the days before Blackwood came into 
vogue.) 
Trying desperately to recover some 
points for his side, East doubled. His 
two aces looked simply colossal. 
West, on lead, promptly plunked 
down the ace of spades, announcing 
jubilantly: “Well, here’s one ace we 
won t lose.” 
West was mistaken. South trumped 
the ace and proceeded to make the 
slam. He led a heart to the eight, 
discarded a club on the king of spades, 
then led the king of clubs and ruffed 
East’s ace. 
Warming to his task, declarer 
crossed to dummy with another trump, 
cashed all five of dummy’s remaining 
clubs — which were luckily divided 
3-3 — and discarded all five of his 
diamonds on them. As a result, he 
wound up making the doubled contract 
with an overtrick! 
Of course, had West led any suit but a 
spade, South would have gone down one 
and West’s words would not have 
achieved immortality. 
As it was though. East-West, who 
had started the deal having had seven 
of their aces put to sleep, finished the 
hand with three more aces to add to 
their collection. 
Wine-tasting rules issued 
to curb California hustling

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - The 
host of the perfect wine tasting affair 
might want to serve some bread, 
crackers, cheese or nuts “to clear the 
taste buds of the participants.” 
T hat’s 
all 
right 
under 
new 
regulations adopted by the State of 
California governing wine tastings. 
But outright hustling of orders for the 
wines being served is forbidden. 
And “ no student organization, 
college fraternity or sorority shall 
sponsor a winetasting,” under the four 
pages of wine tasting rules distributed 
Friday by the state Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Department. They go into 
effect March 26. 
Traditionally, California is known for 
its winery tours that end with a stop at 
the wine tasting room. 
There, mom and dad savor some of 
the wines — dad trying to appear as 
knowledgeable a connoisseur as 
possible — while the children pass the 


time in a nearby playground or 
scramble around the picnic tables. 
With the increasing popularity of 
wine-tasting parties came problems. 


“Ifs becoming very popular,” said 
Kermit Greene, chief of business 
practices for the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board (ABC). 


“People were using it not just to 
promote knowledge of wine or to help 
charity, but — for instance — to open a 
new ski shop and getting someone to 
donate wine 'for it,” he said. 


Basically, the rules allow charities 
and other nonprofit groups to hold wine 
tastings if they buy a one-day license 
for $5.50, if there is no admission 
charge and if other conditions are met. 
Selling of wines is prohibited and any 
brochures promoting wines must not 
contain order blanks. 
Additionally, no leftovers — except 
possibly the cheese or nuts — can be 
taken home.

Old devices set 
to tame Lake Erie 
BAY VILLAGE, Ohio (AP)— A 7,000- 
year-old answer to shore erosion will be 
put into practice along a section of 
Lake Erie this spring in hopes it will 
tame the lake’s high water levels and 
wave action. 
The erosion control devices, called 
“ gabions,” are rectangular steel mesh 
baskets that are filled with stones and 
sunk offshore. They will be used to 
build a 180-foot seawall along the Bay 
Village 
shoreline 
just 
west 
of 
Cleveland. 
The cost of $25,000 will be shared by 
the city and the affected homeowners. 
The gabions, from the Latin word 
which means “cage,” are manufac­ 
tured in Italy, but their use began in 
about 5,000 B.C. when ancient Egyptian 
engineers used them to in the con­ 
struction of dikes along the Nile. 
Record rainfalls have raised Lake 
Erie water levels, and residents of 
shoreline areas in northern Ohio have 
been worried for several months about 
the possibility of increased erosion this 
spring. 
The gabions were recommended for 
the area by a state Department of 
Natural Resources study, according to 
Bay Village officials, who said the 
stone-filled baskets disperse the force 
of the waves. 
Because the water can actually flow 
through the gabions, however, the 
stone-filled baskets are sturdier than 
other types of erosion control, ac­ 
cording to Peter J. Gray, president of 
Great Lakes Permagroin, Inc., which 
distributes the gabions.
